Contrary to many beliefs, the “County 
System” is not a compulsory project. 
‘The Municipal Council has the right to 
decide whéther or not the System 
should be adopted and upon their dect- 
sion may request from the Municipal 
Government that the System be tried, 
but the Government decides whether it 
will be adopted. At the end of four 
years, a plebescite would be taken to 
determine the feelings of the public.

To be or not to be—that is the ques- 
tion. Those immortal lines by Shake- 
speare certainly sum up in a few 
words the present state of public opin- 
jon in this area concerning the County 
Act. We enjoyed the Home and School 
Association meeting on the subject 
very much. mainly because we finally 
found out exactly what this act is, but 
we came away still undecided about it 
and still not too impressed with the 
dire Predictions some people ' have 
made about it. 


What confuses the issue most is ithe 
sharp division of ideas on the merits 
of Bill 60. On one side we have the 
majority of Municipal people who see 
nothing but good in the Act—on the 
other are the majority of school people 
who see nothing but bad in it—and in 
between are most of the citizens who 
don't understand too much about the 
behind-the-scenes conflicts, and so are 
swayed one way and the other on the 
problem depending on the speaker 
holding the floor, The writer is for- 
tunately at the moment one of the 
latter group that still has to be shown 
the value or dangers of the Act. 

For those who are not too familiar 
with the present system of municipal 
and town taxation and school financing 
& few words of explanation may be in 
order, During the past few years, 
through no fault of the school trustees 
who spend a lot of their own time in 
trying to keep expenses at a minimum, 
the cost of education has increased by 
leaps and bounds, These costs have 
now reacheq the point where they are 
crippling to the economy of the local 
governments concerned and it is be- 
coming more and more obvious that 
either provincial or federal grants must 
be received if the present level of »x- 
penditure is to continue. 

Early each year the local school 
boards and the Divisional school board 
with the assistance of the Superintend 
ent and Secretary-Treasurer estimate 
the expenditures for the year. These 
are submitted to the provincial author- 
ities for approval and the. various town 


village and municipal councils concern- 


ed are assessed accordingly. The argu- 
ment of the munieipal authorities is 
that they are merely sent the requisi- 
tions and have to pay them—no argu- 
ment—no appeal. In short, the people 
who spend the money don’t have to 
worry about where it is coming from, 
and the people who have to dig up the 
money have no say in how it is spent. 

As we stateq before there is no ar- 
gument that the money is not being 
spent wisely because it is. There is 
mainly the argument that education is 
now costing more than its just share of 
the local budget. In Wainwright 
example the school mill rate is higher 
than all our other civic expenditures 
combined, As we see it the argument 
is for more assistance from outside 
sources—preferably provincial. 

The County Act was apparently des- 
igned to bring the above mentioned 
spénding agencies and the providing 
agencies together so that the whole 
financial problem of the ‘municipality 
coulq be dealt with on an equal basis. 
In other words the education cost 
could be juggled around to fit the con- 
ditions of a given year. This is the part 
of the Act that is apparently causing 
the worry as educational authorities 
feel that the municipal men who con- 
trol most of the votes will cut the 
grants and ruin our education. This is 
indeed a possibility but we cannot see 
any group of councillors being foolish 
enough to do it. Apparently if such a 
thing did happen there is an appeal to 
the Provincial government where the 
final decision would be made. 

As we see it the time for all this 
opposition was probably eight years 
ago when the large municipality and 
particularly the large school division 
came into being. We started the march 
ot centralization then and the County 
Act would now seem to faturally fol- 
low as a further step in the same dir- 
ection. So far as the town at least is 
concerneg we lost the control of our 
own school when this occurred, and we 
would lose the small voice we now have 
in the financing of the large division if

As Was stated at the meeting if we 
accept more money from the provinctal 
authorities for education or for any- 
thing else we must naturally expect to 
give up a little more local control. As 
we see it we must get financial aid for 
education if we wish to maintain our 
present standards—otherwise we will 
probably be plowing through mud 
streets forever. 


We would urge that nobody go too 
far overboard either for or against this 
legislation until we know more about 
it from representatives of the Depart- 
ments of Education and Municipal Af- 
fairs.

We have 
already voted in favor of the Act by 
giving our provincial government ° ah 
overwhelming majority in the last 
election. Locally we know that the 
municipal councillors must listen to 
public opinion before any decision is 
reached. So don't go off at half-cock 
one way or the other—hear both sides, 
decide. whether ft is’ good or bad for 
this area, and: then let the councillurs 
know about it. Above all let’s not blow. 
this thing up into a much greater pro 
blem than it really is.

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NOW A BANGS RESTRICTED AREA 


‘ Bangs is on the way out ... at least as far as this district 
is concerned. Bangs, which has been a growing menace and 
_ which has already claimed a few human victims in this area— 
not fatally—but with considerable illness.and loss of time 
and strength—through undulant fever, is, within the next few 
years, to become a thing of the past as far as Wainwright Mun- 
icipal District is concerned. 
Through the -efforts of the Local Service Board and the 
Field Supervisor and District Agriculturist, and the co-op- 
eration of the farmers of the area, final steps have been tak- 
en and the area has been designated a Bangs Restricted Area. 
The manner in which the results desired will be brought 
about will be by the vaccination of all heifer calves before they 


reach the age of one year. This is compulsory, for it would de-" 


feat the end of the plan if.it was not done by all, and it would 
not be right for one who was careless or non-co-operative to 
aupset the plan for all. 


The cost of vaccination is nominal, being 75 cents per head. 


Losing no time, Field Supervisor, Fred Maddex hopes to 
cover the district within the next week or ten days and ap- 
point local organizers in various parts of the area. A local or- 
ganizer will be appointed for every 100 head to be vaccinated, 
or thereabout. His duty will be to make preparations for the 
visit of the veterinarian, and see that all calves to b¢ vaccinat- 
ed are ready when he comes. Calves may be vaccinated at 
the home farm, or at any designated place. It will be necessary 
that a chute or other means of holding the calves be provided. 


Reason for the need for good organization is largely the 
lateness of the season and the amount of work to be accom- 
plished in the short time available. During the vaccination, 
Mr. Maddex will accompany the veterinarian Dr. J. M. Saville. 
It is hoped that vaccination will be under way within about 
ten days. At the time of vaccination blood testing of cows wi 
be conducted for any farmer who so desires. Cost of the bl 
testing at $1.00 per head, and it is urged that advantage be 


taken of this opportunity, so that a check'may be made on cows 


used to supply milk for household purposes. 


Here farmers are reminded that a cow which was Bangs- 
free a year ago may now be infected. 
This is a great step forward, and while it incurs some cost 


now, any such ‘outlay will soon be repaid in doing away with 
calf losses, and added safety to humans. 


MUST WE GIVE UP OUR SELF GOVERNMENT? 


The statement made at'the recent meeting of the Home 
and School Association at which the County Act came up for 
discugsion, that as we receive increased grants we must be 
prepared to give up more and more of our local autonomy, 
which statement. received the-blessings of the writer of “Town 
Topics” in this issue, appears to us to indicate an attitude, or a 
situation, which demands that we snap out of it, and become 
awake to what is going on around us. 


The general swing toward growing government interven-_ 


tion in the affairs of the community and the individual comes 
under many appelations, according to by whom the course 
of action is proposed, but no matter under what name it is 
cloaked, it should not be allowed to expand until it had seduc- 
ed us to give up the privileges which were bought so dearly, 
and upon which the modern democratic world was built. 


If our desire is a completely efficient state, perhaps this 
may be obtained by the full subjugation of the individual and 
the grouping of authority in dictatorial hands. Without ques- 
tion a dictator of the right type, followed by a host of imper- 
sonal semi-slaves can produce 'to great efficiency . ; . but that 
is not. the way we understand democracy. Moreover, we have 
yet to be shown the dictatorial state which has been so fortun- 
ate as to be blessed with such benevolent and farseeing lead- 
ers as to have produced any very great good for human beings 
as a whole, and to have been able to continue for any great 
length of time as a successful nation. True dictatorships, for 
ages, have risen to great power, and have enjoyed what in 
their times might be considered prosperity . . but each has, in 
its time, fallen. The reason for the fall has in most cases been 
closely allied to the complacency which would now lead us to 
“give up more and more of our local autonomy” in order that 
we may receive back from the government the money which 
we and others have paid into it 

Unfortunately time does not permit the research necessary 
td establish the amount of grants. paid to our schools and mun- 
icipalities over the years, but we are confident that, if they 
were parallelled with provincial revenues.we would find that 
the greater grants we now receive are actually no greater 
when measured by this yardstick. We would find, we are con- 
fident, that if the government would now distribute to schools 
and municipalities, the same percentage of their revenue as 
they did fifteen, twenty or twenty-five years ago, our grants 
‘would be no lower than they are now . . . and if we measured 
them by government surpluses, the money the government 
can return to us without any hurt to themselves, we would find 
that our grants had shrivelled miserably. 

We cannot see why a substantial increase in government 
grants should either be predicated on our giving up any meas- 
ure of self government, or upon our entry into any particular 
government experiment. If greater government control is need- 
ed in order to bring a stop to the skyrocketing millrates, let 
that situation be dealt with as a separate issue. Even then, we 

* fear that added government intervention, unless it is very ju- 
dicious would not have the desired result. 

We feel that it is impossible to parallel the. fact that the 
towns entered the School Division with any other possible re- 
duction of self government. This was a voluntary step taken by 
the towns, when they realized that by so doing they would 
enter into a school centralization program which would provide 
them with greater facilities which would be paid for by the 
ratepayers of the whole division. The towns were faced with 
a situation where the rural ratepayers were making use of the 
town schools, but were not contributing greatly to. either their 
maintenance or to their building, and the only solution was 
that the town enter the Division and that the cost of the serv- 
ices be more equitably distributed.

Eight Priniciples 

These are the eight steps: 

1, The budget was balanced and safe 
guarded against a deficit by increasing 
taxes. Mr. Abbott's “Baby Budget” of 
September didn’t hit the little man’s 
pocketbook very hard, but it provided 
a cushion for the increased defence 
expenditures. , 

2. The dollar, evidently stronger than 
the level at which. it was “pegged,” was 
freed. This resulted in a decrease in 
he price of foreign imports. 

8. Government civilian construction 
which already had been provided for 
in money votes has been deferred. 

4. Mortgage credit has been tighteneq 
up by granting the government's Cen- 
tral Mortgage & Housing Coroporation 
mortgages on the basis of 1949 instead 
of 1950 prices for labor and materials. 

5. The government predicts higher 
taxes next year to siphon off buying 
power and help pay for a probable de- 
fence budget running into 10 figures. 

6. Instalment buying is to be curbed 
by regulations expected to come into 
effect right away. These regulations 
will make larger down payments man- 
datory and tighten financing of house- 
hold goods, / ‘ 

7. The government short-term secur- 
ity market has been allowed to run low. 
This is to increase the yield and build 
up greater demand. 

8. The Bank of Canada has increased 
its bank raté—the rate at which it will 
lend money to, the chartered banks— 
from 1% to 2 per cent. This is not a 
direct move, because the . chartered 
banks don’t borrow much money from 


‘the Bank of Canada anyway. But in 


effect, it is a statement of opinion from 
the economic experts of the central 
bank that the “easy-money” days are 
here no more and that the economy is 
going to be tougher.

ical Association. They say, “We believe 
that all propaganda against aluminum 
cooking utensils comes from faddists, 
quacks or ignoramuses, or, in some 
cases, is doubtless inspired by the mak 
ers of other kinds of utensils.” 

. The very evident brightening of alu- 
minum saucepans when rhubarb, to 
matoes and other acid fruits are cook- 
ed in them, has led some people to 
think that an appreciable amount of 
aluminum must have dissolved. This is 
not true. Only the mineral compounds 
which caused the darkening of the 
itensil’s surface have been removed, 
and.there is no evidence that these 
compounds have ever caused bodilv 
illness. 


The last chapter on aluminum will 
be written next week. It will discuss 
some other uses of aluminum.

Cheese contains all the proteins o!

A one and one-eighth inch cube of 
cheese gives you seven times as much 
calcium (for strong bones and teeth), 
four times as much Vitamin A _ (for 
healthy mucous membranes) and about 
the same amount of thiamin and ribo- 
flavin (for growth and well-being) as

Canada’s Food Rules say that, every 
day, we should @at certain foods to 
maintain good health. Under the head- 
ing of Vegetables we find, “at least one 
serving of potatoes; and at least two 
servings of other vegetables, prefer- 
ably leafy, green or yellow and fre- 
quently raw.” ’ 

During the simmer months, . when 
gardens are producing so abundantly, 
it is easy to follow the rules and have 
three or even four fresh vegetables 
every day. As the e681 weather advan- 
ces this problem becomes more diffi- 
cult. Often the second vegetable may 
be served as a supper dish with eggs 
or cheese in it or with cheese as an 
accompaniment. Sometimes two or 
three vegetables are mixed and served 
together to add interest. 

The home economists of the Consum- 
er Section, Canada Department of Ag- 
riculture, suggest several. ways by 
which fall and winter vegetables may 
be dressed up and combined to serve 
as a special at dinner or for the main 
hot dish at supper.

~The Pumpkin 


There are many: varieties of edible 
gourds, Th ost famous of all is the 
pumpkin, although squashes and cu- 
cumbers are véry popular in some 
areas. Pumpkins were cultivated in 
the fields of Maize, by the Indians, be- 
fore the coming of Columbus. Now, 
five centuries later, we still grow pump 
Kins between the rows of corn. 

Probably it was because of a* plenti- 
ful crop of pumpkin that the first Jack 
O'Lantern was carved, from a big 
pumpkin, to frighten the ghosts on 
Hallowe'en. For the same reason the 
first pumpkin pie was made from this 
fruit as a special dessert to be served 
at the feast of Thanksgiving for the 
bountiful harvest. 

At one time there was great compe- 
tition among pumpkin growers as to 
who could produce the largest pump- 
kin, Huge 200 pounders were often ex- 
hibited at fall fairs. These mammoth 
pumpkins are fine for cattle but many 
varieties of smaller size and finer tex- 
ture have been developed for home 
use, ¢ ‘ 
Pumpkins will keep for months if 
the storage place is dry and cool and 
they do not touch each other. Occas- 
fonal wiping with a dry cloth also aids 
in keeping them longer. Some home-+ 
makers prefer to can the pumpkin .n 
the fall and then it is ready for use 
when needed. 

French people like to add pumpkin 
to stews and also make it into a deli- 
cious potage. A delicious jam also had 
its original in France. 

There are Canadian versions of these 
delicacies. They have been tested by 
the home economists of the Consumer 
Section, Canada Department of Agri- 
eulture, 

Canned Pumpkin 

Cut pumpkin, remove seeds and 
stringy fiber. Cut into pieces. Steam, 
hake or boil in a small amount of wat- 
er until tender. Scrape the pulp from 
the skins and press through a sieve cr 
mash until very smooth. Put the pulp 
in a preserving kettle and bring to 
boiling. Add a little water if necessary 
to \revent scorching. Pack hot, leaving 


% inch headspace. Seal tin cans or vac 
uum-type sealers. Partially seal screw 
or spring top sealers. Process smd) 


(Pint) sealers or 20 ounce cane at 10 
pounds pressure for 70 minutes. Med- 
jum (Quart) sealers require 80 minu- 
tes at 10 pounds pressure. If the boil- 
ing water bath is used for processing 
allow 3 hours steady boiling. 


C-enamel cans with a“dull gold lin- 
ing should be used for pumpkin .o 
prevent discoloration. This type of can 
comes in 20 ounce size only.

Pumpkin. Soup 


1 small onion, thinly sliced 

2 tablespoons melted fat 

8 cups diced pumpkin 
1% cups canned tomatoes 

1 teaspoon sugar 

% teaspoon salt 

2 cups cold water 
1%. cups milk 

1 egg yolk 

Cook onion slowly in 1 tablespoon fat 
Add pumpkin, tomatoes, sugar, salt 
and 1 cup water. Cook until pumpkin 
is tender, then rub through a sieve. 
Heat milk, and add to the puree. Mix 
remainder of melted fat with beaten 
egg yolk and remaining: water. Add to 
the soup, reheat. Serve with croutons. 
Yield: “six . servings. 

Pumpkin Jam 

1 pint boiling water 

% teaspoon salt 

2 quarts diced pumpkin (% 

cubes) 
8 cups sugar 
2 sticks cinnamon 2 inches long 
OR 1 lemon, thinly sliced 

Cook pumpkin cubes in bolling salted 
water until tender, about 15 minutes. 
Drain and reserve the water. Reheat 
water, add sugar and cinnamon or 
lemon. Boil 2 minutes. Adq pumpkin 
and .cook slowly until pumpkin js trans 
parent and syrup thick, about 20 min-

utes. Remove cinnamon if used. Pour 


jam into hot sterilized jars. Cool and 


seal. Yield: about 6 cups.
